The force of circum- 
stances was too great for them to ig- 
nore. 


It seems that China has made the 


greater concession in order to come to 
an understanding with the Soviet. 
\\ hether this is true.or not is of no im- 
mediate importance. The chief thing 
is that the issue has been cleared up. 
The compelling pressure came not oiily 
from the Kellogg treaty itself, but the 
absolute certainty that the other signa- 
tories to that pact would not counte- 
nance its violation.
